LaPlaoe to-day on miners were at work this afternoon in 


the west gangway of the Boston Eun 
mine, an avalanche of crop and surface J 
coal bwept down upon them and im- f 
prisoned them in the dark passageway 
in which they were laborinp. The 
rumble of the mass of coal and dirt as 
it swept down the gangway and the 
clouds of dust that arose from the 
mouth of the shaft were too familiar 
sipns of a disaster to the surface men, 
and an alarm was given that an acci- 
dent had occurred 


Rescuers entered the shaft, and after 


a short time a cheer from those near- 
est the eiitrancc of the gangway an- 
nounced to the Evnxioubly awaiting 
crowd that some of the men had been 
found. 


Two men emerged from the shaft, 


who proved to be John and Joe Wickes, 
brothers. They said that flve men, 
Lewis White, Charles Mahon, Elwood 
Mingle, James Kramer and William 
Ervine were btill imprisoned in the 
gangway.

All the men live in Frackville and 


are well-known miners. Since IS o'clock 
this afternoon the rescuing party has 
been at work clearing away the debris 
in the gangway, and they hope to reach 
the men to-night. Whether they will 
.be alive, or only their dead bodies will 
be found, can but be surmised. Yet it 
is hoped that the men still live. A 
crowd of anxious women and children 
are congregated around the shafts' 
mouth awaiting tho resul t of the res- 
cuing party's quest.

Some days ago BIT. 3, W. Lewman, 


the pastor of tbe St. Johannes Lutheran 
church, located in tbe Fifth ward, re- 
ceived what is known as a "White Cap" 
letter, which it is alleged warned the 
clergyman to leave the city. Bev. Lese- 
man has been seen m person. He does 
not deny that he received the threaten 
iDg letter. He made the fact pnblio last 
Sunday in hie church, and caused some- 
thing of a commotion among his people, 
one of whom arose inthe congregation and 
charged a fellow member with the author 
ship of tbe letter, Tbe accused promptly 
denied the charge and hurled beak an 
epithet which bad better been heard in 
the street than in the holy sanctuary- 
It took the clergymen and the peace- 
makers some time to quell the feeling 
that had been engendered, but there 
were mntterings that betokened another 
outbreak. 


Bev. Leesman is not disposed to give 


any good reason shy any man should 
write him a threatening letter, acd he 
dislikes any publicity in connection with 
the affair, bat people will talk, and all 
sorts of stories are afloat among the 
people in the Fifth ward. 


One version of tbe trouble u this: 


There is a parochial cohool in the base- 
ment of the church. The pupils are the 
children of the members of the chn.cb. 
Some time ago it was arranged that Bev 
Leseman should not only preach for tbe 
people, but also teach the sohcol, he 
agreeing to receive 310 a month extra 
for his ear-vices as schoolmaster. This 
plan of work for the clergymen was ob~ 
served for a ti-ae, when suddenly a Luth- 
eran student was brought here from 
Springfield to teke cliarge ot the school 
at $10 a month, the change being made 
without general concent, thus imposing 
an extra assessment upon tbe patrons 
cf the school. Tbia extra tax was 
something 
the 
people 
were

to 
stand, 
particularly 
in 


these bard times, when work is scarce 
and there are frequent outs in wages. 
Some ot the parents, within the last two 
months, being nnable to pay the tuition 
exacted by tbe parochial school, have 
sent their children to the H. B. Dnrfee 
pnblio school, which IB equally as conve- 
nient to their home* as the parochial 
school. Fully a dczen pupils have re- 
cently been taken in at tbe pnblio 
school. 
They were not particularly 


bright when they entered, but they are 
coming out rapidly, and it is learned 
that their parents are highly gratified 
with the change, to say nothing of get. 
ting out of contributing extra money to 
pay the Springfield student's salary of 
$40 a month. Tbe Polaoks and other 
Lutherans whose children have given 
the free public echool a trial are well 
satisfied with the change, and possibly 
other patrons of the parochial cohool 
will desert it and get out of paying the 
objectionable assesemente. It the exo- 
dus continues the student ought to be 
willing to work for $10 a month, as it is 
said he will have but few pupils to en- 
gage hie time and attention. 


And then, it is alleged, there is a big 


slice of politics in the church trouble, 
growing oat of promises made in the 
memorable campaign of 1692. Bev. Less- 
man is a Democrat and he was quite BOt- 
ive in the campaign. His people with 
but few exceptions voted;, the straight 
Democratic ticket and listened to tbe 
appeals to their prejudices against tbe 
public school system and other points 
calculated to induce them to vote for 
Cleveland and 
Altgeld. 
One 
dis- 


gusted Lutheran has said that his peo- 
ple were assured it they would only vote 
the'Demooratio ticket, times would be 
good and there would be an abundance 
of work at increased wages. The reverse 
is true, and ever since tbe bard times set 
in certain members of Pastor Lessman'a 
flock have been feeling blue. Some of 
them are oat of work, others have had 
their wages reduced, and now there is no 
early piospaot ot relief satisfactory to 
them. They ara naturally dises tit fled 
with the situation, and a faction has 
grown up in the church. 


There will be a vesting at the church 


to-night, when it is expected it will be 
decided whether or not Bev. Leisman 
•hull remain as pastor.
